—*—® marching under the Lord Lieutenants, and others appointed by 
the Ordinanceof Parliament; It is thought fit, and ſo Ordered by the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament aſſembled , That all ſuch perſon or perſons 
whatſoever in the ſeverall Counties, Cities, Towns Corporate, and other 
places within the Kingdom of Englandand Dominion of W ales, as ſhall de- 
fire, and willingly ſubmit themſelves to be Trained, and Exerciſed in the uſe 
of their Arms under the Lo: Lieutenants, and others of the ſeverall Coun- 
ties, and Citics of England and V ales, authoriſed by Ordinance of Parlia- 
ment, or under ſuch Captains appointed by them may from time to time 
hereafter in apeaceable andorderly way affemble themſelves in companies to 
Train, andlearn to Exerciſe themſelves in the uſe of their Arms,and order of 
marching at ſuch convenient times , and in ſuch places as ſhall be thought hit 
by their Commanders, or Captains appointed by the Lo: Lieutenants for 
that purpoſe, untill other order ſhall be herein taken by both Houſes o 
Parliament; And that they ſhall be ſaved harmleſle for fo doing, by the Au- 
thority of both the ſaid Houſes; And that all Majors, Juſtices of Peace, She- 
riffs, Bailiffs, Conſtables, and other His Majeſties Ofhcers, that ſhall encou- 
rageand aſviſt the ſaid perſons 1n the paaceable and quiet Training,and Exer- 
ciling themſelves as aforeſaid, ſhall beheld by both Houſes of Parliament to 
have done a very acceptable ſervice therein ; And that they, and every of 
them ſhall have the Authority of both Houſes of Parliament for their in- 
dempnity for fo doing.
